2 Admission to the Air Force Flying College will be 
made on the results of a written examination to be 
conducted bv the Union Public Service Commission, an 
interview by the Air Force Selection Board and a 
Physical Endurance Test by the Air Force Central 
Medical Establishment. 

3, The approximate number of vacancies to be offered 
for entry to the College on the result of this examina 
tion will be 25.' This is only a provisional number 
and is liable to alteration. 


Note. — Candidates who have applied for the exa- 
mination for admission to the Military College or for 
the Indian Navy Examination for admission as Spe- 
cial Entry Cadets into the Indian Navy, or for the 
National Defence Academy Examination for admis- 
sion to the National Defence Academy, must exercise 
their final option before admission to the Air Force 
Flying College, if finally selected. After admission, 
they will be considered neither for admission to the 
Military College nor for the Indian Navy nor for the 
National Defence Academy

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakls 
tan after ihe 18th July 1948, and have got 
themselves registered as citizens, 

(iii) Gorkha subjects of Nepal, 

fiv) Non-citizens of categories (c) and (d) above 
who entered service under the Government 
of India before the commencement of the 
Constitution, viz., 28th January, 1950, and 
who have continued in such service since 
then. Any such person who re-entered or 
may re-enter such service with a break after 
the 26th January, 1950 will, however, require 
certificate of eligibility in the usual way. 

5 Candidates should be medically fit in all respects 
for service In any part of the worid. The standard* 
of medical fitness are shown in Appendix I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected sub- 
sequently on medical grounds. Candidates are, 
therefore, advised in their own interest to get them- 
selves medically examined before submitting their ap- 
plications. to avoid disappointment at the final atage. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidate* recom- 
mended by the Services Selection Board will be 
medically examined by a Board of Service Doctors. 
A candidate who is not declared fit by the Medical 
Board will not be admitted to the Air Force Flying 
College. The very fart that the medical examina- 
tion has been carried out by a Board of Service Doc- 
tors will not mean or Imply that the candidate has 
been finally selected The proceedings and details 
of findings of the Medical Board are confidential and 
rannot be divulged to any one. The results of candi- 
dates declared unfit /temporarily unfit are Intimated 
to them along with the procedure for submission of 
fitness certificate and appeal. No requests for the 
details of results of Medical Board will be entertained 
by the President of the Medical Board.

Note I.— In the case of Cadets of the Salnlk School, 
a certificate from the Principal to the effect that the 
Cadet has reached the “Matriculation Pass” standard 
of education, will be accepted. 

Non II. — Candidates, who have appeared or Intend 
to appear at any of the above examinations- may also 
apply for admission to this examination Their annli- 
catlons, will be accepted provisionally and they will be 
required to furnish proof of their having passed that 
examination aa soon as possible and in any case not 
later than 1st December, 1959. Candidature will 
otherwise be cancelled. 

9. Candidates. who were admitted to an earlier 
course at the National Defence Academy (formerly 
Joint Service Wing) /Military College (formerly Mili- 
tary Wing)/ Air Force Flying College (formerly Air 
Force Academy) or Nava! Training Establishments, 
but were removed therefrom on disciplinary grounds 
will not be admitted to this examination, 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from 
the Air Force Flying College (formerly Air force 
Academy) on academic grounds or for lack of officer 
like qualities, will not also be admitted to this exami- 
nation, 

10 The decision of tbe Union Public Service Com- 
mission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate 

shall be final. 

11. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of 
submitting fabricated document or documents which 
have been tampered with or of making statements 
which are incorrect or false or suppressing material’ 


information or of using or attempting to use unfair 

means in the examination hall or otherwise resorting 
to any other irregular or improper means for obtaining 
admission to the examination may, in addition to 
rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution, be 
debarred either permanently of for a specified 
period: — 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any ex- 
amination or appearance at. any Interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi- 
dates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment 
under the Government. 

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examina 
tlon unless he holds a certificate of admission from 
the Union Public Service Commission. 

1.3. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may dis- 
qualify him for admission. 

14. The maximum number of candidates to be ad- 
mitted to the examination may at the discretion of the 
Commission be limited to surb number as the Commis- 
sion mav decide. If a limit is imposed and the number 
of candidates exceeds that limit., the Union Public 
Service Commission shall select from among the ap- 
plicants those who shall be admitted to the examination 
and shall have regard in so doing to the suitability 
of the applicants for admission to the Air Force Fly- 
ing College. 

15. The examination will be conducted hv the Com- 
mission In the manner prescribed In Appendix IT to 
the Notification. 

18. Candidates must pay the fees proscribed In An- 
endix III No claim for a refund of those fees will 
e entertained except to the extent stated in the 
Appendix, nor can they be held in reserve for any 
other examination or selection. 

17. The Union Public Service Commission shall pre- 
P ire a list of candidates in order of merit as disclosed 
In the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate at 
the written examination. The candidates, who obtain 
minimum qualifying marks in the written examination, 
shall appear before the Air Force Selection Board for 
Pilot Aptitude test and Officer Potentialltv test. The 
maximum marks obtainable at these tests are 900, 
Candidates who obtain minimum qualifying marks se- 
oaratelv In Pilot Aptitude teat and Officer Potentiality 
test will be further subjected to a Phvsial Endurance 
test, details of which are given in Appendix IV and 
for which there will be a maximum of 200 marks. 

To be acceptable, candidates should secure minimum 
qualifying marks separately In fi) written examina- 
tion (ii) Pilot. Aptitude test (iii) Officer Potentiality test 
and (iv) Physical Endurance test. Subiect to these con- 
ditions, the qualified candidates will be placed in the 
order of merit on the basis of total marks secured The 
final selection for admission to the Air Force Flying 
College will be made in order of merit subiect to 
medical fitness and suitability in all other respects and 
number of vacancies available 

N.B.— THOSE CANDIDATES WHO DO NOT OB- 
TAIN MINIMUM PILOT APTITUDE GRADE WILL 
NOT BE GIVEN FURTHER TESTS AT THE AIR

New Delhi — 11. to find their eligi- 
bility or otherwise to apply for this Course. 

Candidates, who have been given the Pilot Aptitude 
test for 15th N.D.A. Course, or 74th Pilots Course 
onwards, should submit their applications for the 
examination only if they have been notified as having 
qualified in Pilot Aptitude test. 

Candidates will appear before the Air Force 
Selection Board and undergo the tests thereat at 
their own risk and will not he entitled to claim any 
compensation or other relief from Government In 
respect of any injury which they may sustain in the 
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course ol or as a result of any of the tests giver. to 
them at the Air Force Selection. Board, whether due to 
the negligence of any person or otherwise. Candidates 
will be required to sign a certificate to this effect on 
the form appended to the application. In the ease of 
candidates who are minors, the required certificate 
must be signed by their parents or guardians In the 
form prescribed. Candidates when called for interview 
by the Air Force Selection Board or for subsequent 
training will be eligible for travelling and daily allow- 
ances In accordance with the rules then In force. 
Candidates who have previously been before the Air 
Force Selection Board for the samp type of Commission 
are not entitled to travelling and dally allowances on 
subsequent occasions. 

Success at the examination confers no right to 
admission to the College. 

A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service 
Commission and the appointing authority that he is 
suitable in all respects for admission to the College. 

18 . Candidates finally selected for the Indian Air 
Force will be admitted to the Air Force Flying College 
and undergo training for a period of 18 months approxi- 
mately. This period is subject to change. 

19 . On successful completion of training, candidates 
will be granted Commission in the Indian Air Force and 
will be eligible for permanent Commissions on probation, 
subject to the availability of vacancies and the rules 
then in force. 

20 . Candidates finally selected for the Air Force 
Flying College will be required to deposit the following 
amounts with the Officer Commanding Air Force Flying 
College, when they report for training: —

21 . While the cost of training Including accommo- 
dation, books, uniforms, boarding and medical treat- 
ment will be borne by Government, candidates will 
be expected to meet their pocket expenses themselves. 
The expenses at the College ure NOT likely to exceed 
Rs. 40 per month. If a cause’s parent or guardian la 
unable to meet, wholly or partly, even this expendi- 
ture, financial assistance may be granted by the 
Government upto a maximum of Rs. 40 per month. 
No cadet whose parent or guardian has an Income of 
Rs. 300 per mensem or above would be eligible £ot the 
grant of the financial assistance. 

A candidate desirous of having any financial assis- 
tance should immediately after being finally selected 
lor training at the College, submit an application 
through the District Mafiisirute 01 his District who will 
forward the application with his recommendation to 
Air Headquarters (P. P. &■ R.) Defence Headquarters 
P.O. New Delhl-ll, An advance copy of the application 
is to be sent DIRECT to Air Headquarters (P. P. & R.) 
New Delhl-ll. 

22 , Pay and allowances, pension, leave and other 
conditions of service after the grant of commission 
will be Identical with those applicable from time to 
time to regular officers of the I.A.F. 

23 , No candidate will normally be permitted to 
resign whilst under training. A civilian candidate who 
is not considered suitable to complete the full course 
of training may with the permission of Air Head- 
quarters, be discharged. 

24 . Before joining the college the candidate and 
his parent or guardian, will be required to sign a bond 
to the effect that, If for any reason not beyond the 
control of the candidate, he wishes to withdraw during 
training, or fails to accept a commission, if offered, 
he will be liable to refund the whole or such portion 
of cost of tuition, food, clothing, pay and allowances 
as may be decided upon by the Government, 


25 . An outfit allowance at the rates and under th 
general conditions applicable at the time for each cad 
will be placed at the disposal of the Commandant c 
the Training Institution. The unexpended portion c 
this allowance will be: — 

(1) handed over to the cadet on his being grante 
a commission; or 

(ii) if he is not granted a commission, refunded t 
the State. 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothin 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance shal 
become the personal property of the cadet. Such article 
will, however, be withdrawn from a cadet who resign 
whilst under training or who is removed or withdraw 
prior to commissioning. The articles withdrawn will b 
disposed of to the best advantage of the State.

INTELLIGENCE AND PERSONALITY TESTS 

In addition to the interview, the candidates will 
be put to Intelligence Tests designed to assess their 
basic intelligence both through the medium of 
language and without the use of language. They 
will also be put to Group Tests, such as Group Dis- 
cussions, Group Planning, Outdoor Tasks performed 
in a group and Lecturettes. All these tests are in- 
tended to judge the qualities of a candidate which 
may be broadly summed up as an assessment of his 
mental calibre which would Include not only his in- 
tellectual qualities but also social traits and his in- 
terest in current affairs.

rKOCEDURE FOR CONDUCTING THE PHYSICAL 
ENDURANCE TEST 

The test will be in respect of the following: — 

(l) Vital capacity, 

(n ) Excercise tolerance score, and 

(lii) Chest expansion. 

Vital capacity wili be measured by a wet spirometer. 
The candidate will stand with the mouth piece of the 
instrument in his right hand. His nose will be clipp- 
ed and test will be made for any leak through me 
nose. He will then take a maximum possible breath 
and empty his chest through the* mouth piece into the 
spirometer. Three trials will be made in each case 
and the maximum reading will be taken as total vital 
capacity in c.c. The vital capacity wili be later on 
reaucea to per square meter of the body surface and 
adequate corrections for temperature will be made. 
As regards the exercise tolerane test the candidate will 
be dressed in vest and shorts and will be barefooted. He 
will be made to do “baithaks” at 40 cycles per minute. 
The rhytnm will he maintained by a simple pendulum 
22" long, frequency of its oscillations being 40 per 
minute. Tne exercise will be carried on till the candi- 
date is exhausted or upto a maximum limit of 3 J 
minutes. He will then be made to sit and pulse will 
be counted for half a minute between 60 to 90 seconds 
after cessation of the exercise. Chest expansion will 
be taken by a special spring type measuring tape. The 
candidate will take full inspiration and expiration 
and measurements will be taken till two constant 
readings are available.
